Mississippi stood at 35.2 this mornin 
at 8 o'clock, a rise of five-tenths of a 
foot during the preceeding 24 hours. 
This stage is 2.2 over the danger line. 
The river is still rising at a rate of 
about 5-10 of foot every 24 hours, and 
indications 
point to a Jhigher stage 


than at any time since the flood has 
begun. Some predict a stage of forty 
feet 
The river is filled with timber 


and large quantities of lumber which 
are being carried by at a rate from 3 
to 10 miles an hour. Enormous flam- 
age is being done along the lowlands 


er now stands 18.4, or 1.1 feet lower 
than the high 
wate-r mark-of 1897. 


This shows that there is nothing ser- 
ious in the situation, so far, especial- 
ly when it -is remembered that

among the patrons and possible patrons 
of the tirrn. This circular concluded: 
"v\"e are positive vu> have proven to 
- ou the justice of our position, and we 
hope it will not be necessary to inform 
the labor and reform organizations 
v.'ith which we are affiliated who are in 
your locality, as we are satisfied we 
have convinced you that tbe stand we 
bare taken in this case is a just one 
and will command the support of all 
fair minded men. We therefore request 
you to write to Messrs. Marx & Haas 
and infevrn them that you would re- 
quest 'them to settle tbe dispute with 
their employees, or otherwise you cau- 
not afford to handle thoir goods as long 
as they are antagonizing organized la- 
bor, who are your friends and custom- 
ers. By doing this jou will aid us in 
getting simple justice from tbis more 
than unfair firm. Should this firm make 
a settlement with us, you will be in- 
formed of the fact under tbe seals of 
the joint organizations. Until such 
time we trust theic will lie no report 
i.iade to our office that Marx & Haas 
jave shipped you any more goods. 
Kindly inform us what action you 
take in this matter, and' any further 
information yon may desire will be 
cheerfully furnished by writing to 
headquarters of -joint executive board, 
911 Pine street, St Louis. Mo." 


In addition to the sending of this cir- 


cular committees visited various mer- 
chants in St. Louis and vicinity to pre- 
sent tbe matter more fully, and in some 
irstances threats were made by mem- 
bers of these committees that tbe pat- 
ronage of the boycotters and tbeir 
friends would be withheld -from certain 
merchants unless they discontinued 
their business dealings with tbe cloth- 
ing company. In no instance, however, 
were there threats of resort to violence 
or unlawful intimidation. 


The petition of 'the clothing company 


concluded with the request that "the 
defendants, their associates, confeder- 
ates. agents and representatives, be en- 
joined and restrained by a temporary 
order of injunction, to be made final 
upon the hearing of this cause, from 
boycotting or making effectual, pro- 
mulgating or in anywise proclaiming 
any boycott upon or against tbe plain- 
tiff or its goods, and from sending, con- 
veying or delivering in any way to any 
person, fi>ni, corporation or associa- 
tion any boycott notice, verbal or oth- 
erwise, referring to tbe plaintiff or its 
goods and from in any way menacing, 
hindering or obstructing the plaintiff 
from the fullest eujoyment of all tbe 
patronage, business and custom which 
it may posbcss enjoy or acquire inde- 
pendent of the action of the said de- 
fendants or any of them."' 


Judge Sherwood .announced tbe opin- 


ion of the court. After stating tbe 
above facts and reviewing the evi- 
dcii'-e given before tbe court below, be 
disposed of the question of tbe jurisdic- 
tiou of tbe supreme court in the case. 
Proceeding to tbe point in issue, he 
said: 


'•Section 14 of onr bill of rights de- 


clares that 'no law shall be passed im- 
pairing the freedom of speech: tbat ev- 
ery person shall be free to say. Avrite 
or publish whatever he will on :my 
subject. bciiijr responsible fo« all abuse 
of tbat liberty.* The evident idea of

said.' The constitution is no respecter 
of persons. The Impecunious man 'who 
hath not where to lay his bead' has :m 
good right to free speech, etc.. as has 
the wealthiest man in tbe community. 
And in this connection it is to be con- 
stantly borne in mind tbat tbe principle 
is firmly rooted in equity jurisprudence 
that, though there be no remedy at 
law, tbis does not necessarily and of it- 
self give a'court of equity jurisdiction 
to afford relief. Tho authority to en- 
join finds no better harbor in the empty 
pocket of the poor man than in the full 
pocket of the rich man. And such au- 
thority to enjoin can have no existence 
in circumstances such as the present 
case presents if the constitution is to 
be obeyed. If these defendants are not 
permitted to tell tbe story of tbeir 
wrongs, or. if you please, their sup- 
posed wrongs, by word of mouth or 
with pen or print, and to enOeavor to 
persuade others to aid them by all 
peaceable means in securing redress of 
such wrongs, what becomes of fico 
speech and what of personal liberty? 
The fact that in exercising tbat free- 
dom they thereby do plaintiff an ac- 
tionable injury docs not go a hail to- 
ward a diminution of their right of 
free speech, etc., for the exercise of 
which, if resulting in such injury, the 
constitution makes them expressly re- 
sponsible. But such responsibility is 
utterly incompatible with authority in 
a court of equity to prevent such re- 
sponsibility from occurring." 


Judge Sherwood then stated that the 


•question of the power of tbe court to 
enjoin in cases of intimidation, threats 
of violence or of destruction of proper- 
ty was not passed upon, as -not being 
involved in the record, and concluded: 


'•Holding these views, we affirm the 


decree of dismissal entered in favor of 
defendants by tbe court below." 


Judge Robinson dissented from tbe 


above.

It is all 
one great conspiracy, ami tbe conspir- 
acy has gone so far tbat the more pros- 
perity the country has the less the peo- 
ple get of it. Well, Mitchell and his 
miners gaie the conspiracy its first 
black eye. They" whipped it to a finish 
and with their starving bodies built a 
wall around all of us.

1, men broken the miners of 


the east they would have attacked tbe 
miners of the west. They would have 
attacked, one after the other, all labor 
organizations, and then they~ would 
have devoured at their leisure the un- 
organized masses. It' is literally, sci- 
entifically, accurately, alarmingly true 
tbat between the people and the money 
and monopoly power—that most terri- 
ble of all tyrannies-rthere stands today 
but one organization that can hold the 
fort while the people rally.

FOR AID OF WRECK VICTIMS 


Sirs. Ballingrton Booth Suft'srestH Tha 


Trains Carry Ameathcxiea. 


.Moved by descriptions of the suffer 


ings endured by victims of recent rail 
road wrecks, Mrs. Maude Balllngtoi) 
Booth has sent letters to the president^ 
of leading railroads in the- United 
States recommending that trains be 
equipped with anesthetics, to be used 
in rendering unconscious the dying or 
injured passengers pinned underneath 
the wreckage of cars. 


This plan, Mrs. Booth says, ia not the 


idle suggestion of a moment, but corne: 
from one who travels a great deal and 
who has frequently seen unfortunate 
men and -women imprisoned in wreck- 
age while maimed or burning to death. 
She advises that every train be fitted 
out with ether, chloroform and stimu- 
lants, for use in emergencies, or that 
a ease filled with them should be in the 
possession of every train conductor. 


"In view of the serious accidents 


which have been agitating the public," 
writes Mrs. Booth', "and 'the painful 
details which have aroused so much 
humane sympathy'. I trust the sugges- 
tion contained in tins letter -will re- 
ceive some consideration and, if found 
practical, may be adopted by your road. 
I am a very extensive traveler, spend- 
ing many days arid niglits of every 
month upon the road, and therefore1 
any question which affects the life or 
comfort of passengers or of the brave 
men ahead comes very closely home to 
me." 


llrs. Booth goes on to say that re- 


cently and in the past many survivors 
of wrecks have had to witness the ag- 
ony of injured victims whom they could 
not aid. If a dumb animal were seen 
in similar circumstances, she says, its 
life would be eiidad by a swift blow or 
a merciful shot. 


"\Vhy not," continues Mrs. Booth, 


"equip every train, "or, better still, the 
conductor of each train, with a small 
case containing chkuoform, ether, stim- 
ulants, bandages, lotions for bruises 
and antiseptic solutions for the wash- 
ing of wounds? These could be packed 
in a very small case and would repre- 
sent ncNvery costly outlay."

Great Natural Bridge, which is one of 
the natural wondeis of the United 
States. 


This marvelous stnieture overlooks 


the James river valk-j, being on the 
western slope of the Blue mountains 
it is just about the center of the state. 
It approaches Niagara in grandeur and 
exceeds it in height UM! awful mystery. 
It is a single block of limestone, with 
many shades of color. The walls are 
smooth, as if cut with chisels, and there 
is no sign of displacement. 


The visitor follows a tumbling cas 


cade down a deep fissure in the moun- 
tain under some of the laigcst arbor 
vituj trees in the world and. turning 
down a line of steps cut into the_preci- 
pice, suddenly finds himself by a' swift 
stream in a dark can.\oii and the great 
bridge far above him. Birds high in 
air pass under the blue arch. The place 
is full of echoes, and the winds and 
waters moan eternally. 


Washington -when a surveyor for 


Lord Fairfax visited the natural bridge 
and carved his name, where it 'may 
still be seen. The ongina! bridge tract 
was granted by King George III. to 
Thomas Jefferson in 1774. After he 
was president Jefferson visited the 
place, surveyed it and made the map 
with his own hands. Jefferson spoke 
of the place as "a famous place that 
will draw the attention of the world." 
Chief Justice Mai-shall wrote of the 
bridge as "God's greatest miracle in 
stone." Henry Clay wrote of "the 
bridge not made with hands that span 
a river, carries a highway and makes 
two mountains one."

Letters That lien Can 


I.earn to Makp. 


"Why is it that with sonic men some 


letters of the alphabet are harder to 
make than others and. in fact, that 
there are some letters that some men 
never learned how to make?" asked a 
young man who takes considerable in- 
terest in the matter of handwriting in 
the New Orleans Times-Democrat "It 
is a rather singular fact that nearly 
every man outside of the experts is 
weak on one or more of the letters in 
the English alphabet.

He makes it look like a clubfooted b 
instead of an f. There are others who, 
when they try to inake the small b 
give it the long shank, and it looks 
more like the letter f,. It is leather sin 
gnlar that these traits should hang on 
to a man's writing for a lifetime, bu 
they do it just the same, and if you 
make a few inquiries among your 
friends and acquaintances you will find 
that but few of them are exempt from 
this fault

Many men who are rated as first class 
spellers pass through life without ever 
in a single instance spelling certain 
words correctly. 
It is due to habit

wrong every time. So they know, too, 
bow certain letters should be made, but 
they simply can't put them down on 
paper.

FEW SWEATSHOPS. 


RESULTS OF AGITATION IN NEW YORK 


BY UNION LABOR.

John McMaekin, commissioner of la- 


lior of New York state, has submitted 
lo the legislature the annual report of 
the bureau of labor statistics. 


The report includes the results of an 


.nquiry into the earnings of home 
ivorkers in Ju-vv York city tenements. A 
summary-of tlic report folious: 


Recent investigations conducted by 


tho United Stales industrial commis- 
sion and other ullicial bodies iia-.c re- 
vealed a decided change in the condi- 
tion of the unorganized workers in the 
clothing trade and similar pursuits car- 
ried on in the tenement districts ot the 
(treat cities. The old time '•.sweatshop" 
in the dwellings of the poor has well 
nigh disappeared in consequence of 
the legislative policy initialed in this 
state in lS!i°. An act of that year 
amending the factory law made unlaw- 
ful the employment of any but imme- 
diate members of the family in a work- 
room iii any dwelling. The effect of 
this law was to divide tenement work 
places into two distinct classes—the 
family workroom in the dwelling and 
the workshop in a tenement building, 
but outside the dwelling. The large 
workshop thus separated from the 
dwelling became subject to the visita- 
tion of tlie factory inspectors the same 
as other manufacturing establishaiouts, 
but the workroom in the dwelling, be- 
ing used solely by members of the fam- 
ily and constituting part of their home, 
could not be invaded by state or local 
officials To meet this situation the leg- 
islature in 1800 prohibited the manu- 
facture of clothing and other specified 
articles in any tenement building ex- 
cept with the permission of the htate 
factory inspector, who was to issue a 
license for 
such 
manufacture only 


when satisfied that the work would be 
done under proper hygienic and sani- 
tary conditions. 


While legislation was thus limiting 


the number of workmen who fnight be 
brought together in a dwelling place 
through the exclusion of all persons 
outside of tlie family, economic devel- 
opment was requiring tho association 
of larger and larger numbers of work- 
ers in a single work place in order to 
obtain tlie full advantage of the prin- 
ciple of the division of labor. The two 
tendencies combined to remove most 
processes in the manufacture of cloth- 
ing from the dwelling to the district 
shop. What was left to be done in tbe 
home was simply the finishing of gar- 
ments—the felling, the sewing on of 
buttons, etc.—a class of work that nat- 
urally falls into the hands of women. 
Besides these "home finishers," who 
comprise tbe vast majority of all the 
home workers in Xew York city tene- 
ments, there are a few custom and 
journeymen tailors, 
each of wlioni 


makes the entire garment at his home 
as in former times, so that the workers 
on clothing comprise more than 23,000 
of the entire 27,000 persons who at last 
accounts worked in the licensed family 
workrooms in Xew York city. There 
were also among the home workers 
somewhat more than 1,000 makers of 
neckwear, nearly 1,000 makers of arti- 
ficial flowers and about the same num- 
ber of cigar makers, while small num- 
bers were engaged in the manufacture 
of 'milliner}" goods, white goods, fur 
goods, hats and caps, purst-s, umbrel- 
las, etc.

ers work unusually long hours. 


.Mention has already been made of 


the fact that -f7!J represents the aver- 
age six months' earning', of home (in- 
ishers and their helpers. The 7-2 fe- 
male finishers had 
105 helpers, of 


whom 32 were husbands, r>8 relatives or 
grown up sons and daughters and 105 
minor children. It is probable, howev- 
er, that more children than that actu- 
ally render'-d some assistance, as par- 
ents realize, the prejudice against child 
labor and hold back mention of tiie 
same. Of the 10."i child, helpers none 
was under eight years of ase, although 
there were 034 children below that age 
in these families; 7 wero between eight 
and twelve years of ag« out of a total 
of ''Ori in that class; 12 were between 
twelve and fourteen years of age out 
of a total of 121 children in that class; 
2-1 were between fourteen and sixteen 
years of age a<3 compared with 147 in 
that class, and 02 were between sixteen 
and twenty-one years of age as com- 
pared with 241, most of the remainder 
being engaged in outside employments. 
With such outside work of husband, 
children, etc., the average six months' 
earnings per family were $249, which 
was increased to .?2G1 by the receipt of 
money for board and lodgings. 


Small as are the earnings of the home 


finishers they were superior to the in- 
come of makers of artificial flowers. 
The average earnings of sixty women, 
nearly all Italians, engaged in this • 
trade in the first half of 1902 were only 
$70, and in earning this amount the 
sixty women bad fifty-seven helpers. 


In view of the low wages paid in 


this trade it is worthy of note that all 
of the workers reported that they were 
employed directly by manufacturers 
and not by contractors, who by some 
persons are looked upon as superfluous 
if not oppressive middlemen. 


The 
average number of 
weeks 


worked by the 137 male home workers 
in the first six mouths of 1902 was 
twenty-two and three-quarters, and of 
the 823 women twenty-two and a half 
weeks. The majority (407 of 722; of the 
women who did "finishing" worked 
more or less steadily throughout the en- 
tire twenty-six weeks, the average 
number of weeks worked by all having 
been twenty-two and three-quarters. 
Twenty-eight: of the sixty women -who 
mude artificial flowers worked o-very 
week in the season, which includes a 
few weeks at the close of 1901.
